!• C H recently contacted C 3 regarding the exchange 
of intelligence summaries between KtJBARK and SMYOPIA as agreed at the 
OBQPUS/7ALUABLE Meeting of October 19# • C ^suggested a change 
in the agreed procedure and confirmed his remarks by a letter which 
is quoted as follows: 

n Confirming our conversation on February 2Uth, may I suggest 
that our routine six-monthly reviews of intelligence received on 
Albania be now placed on an annual basis: to be exchanged, say, 
in May each year? 

"2. You may agree with me when 1 say that any important 
information (e.g. from the interrogation of defectors or deserters) 
which is received by either of our services is normally passed to 
the other at the time, and that consequently the six-monthly re- 
view is unlikely to be composed of more than minor items which 
hardly justify the work of collation at this interval • 

*3. Perhaps you would let me know what your people think of 
this suggestion.*
